CONFESSES HE 
IS A FIREBUG. 


Strange Story of Love, Hate 
and Remorse. 


( ‘arpenter Admits He Fired 
New Building. 


Im plicates Contractor Who 
Is Also Arrested. 


Love, discouragement, hate, crime 
and remorse are woven into the fab- 
ric. of an extraordinary story, 
chapter of which deals with the ar- 
rest of Rufus B. Bellamy and ©. Mc- 
Ginnis, carpenter and contraetor, re- 
spectively, on charges Of arson. 

Miserable by day and frantic at 
night from the torture of: his guilty 
conscience, Bellamy, several days ago, 
made a confession’ to Deputy District 
Attorney Horton of the burning of a 
house at Graham station, near Comp- 
ton, in order to get the $1000 insur- 

ance carried on it. He implicated Mc- 
Ginnis, by whom he was employed, 
and who was the builder of the house, 
as the instigator. 

Bellamy was locked up in the Coun- 
ty Jail at the time and yesterday Mc- 
Ginnis was arrested by Constable C. 
W. Benjamin of Justice of the Peace 
Summerftield’s court. prisoners 
are charged with, statutory arson and 
each is held in default of $5000 ball. 

A third warrant has been issued for 
another person and it is probable, the 
authorities say, that this unknown 
may turn out to be a woman. 

TEMPTER APPEARS. 

Bellamy says that he was about to 
be married to a woman whom he 
dearly loved. His work was nearing 
an end with the completion of the 
house, when MeGinnis came to him 
one day and remarked that if the 
house was to burn, another would 
have to be constructed and _ there 
would be more work for them. 

The motive under which McGinnis 
made this alleged statement is sup- 
posed by Horton to be that he had 
found no sale for the house he had 
built, and upon which his accounts 
show, he had expended $1583. 

Later, Bellamy declared, his em- 
plover was plainer in his meaning, 
saying: 

“We 
do this, 


will burn the house. If you 
all will be well for you; if 
you refuse, I shall see that you lose 
your home.” This latter threat is un- 
derstood to mean that he would turn 
the girl Bellamy loved against him. 
Although it would appear that Bel- 
lamy did not at first acquiesce in the 
commission of the crime, it seems 
that, torn between doubt and fear, he 
entered into the agreement, for he 
states that on the evening of Febru- 
ary 20, he got a can of coal ojl which 
he gave to McGinnis and that the lat- 
ter sprinkled the ofl in a room of the 
building, Bellamy later tossing light- 
ed matches in the inflammable liquid. 
Since the dee he says that his con- 
science has given him no peace. His 
night were passed in restless tossing

There is an element of mystery in

Hit the company would look carefully 
into the matter of the fire it would 
probably find out interesting things. 

Additional incidents, such as the 
burving of a paper-hange?’s tools by 
McGinnis before the fire. and his ap- 
pearance immediately afterward with 
a dlamond which he claimed to have 
picked up from the ruins of the build- 
ing. make the case still more mys- 
terious.

PATHETIC PATIENT PREDICTS 


LITERAL TRUTH, 


Man With a Cherished Ambition, 
Always Checked When Realization 
Appeared at Hand, Gives Up the 
Bitter Struggle at Last in the 
County Hospital. 


“My heart is broken, and I think I'm 
going to die,” said Felix P. Murphy, 
a County Hospital patient, Thursday. 
Friday night he died and yesterday,, 
at a post-mortem examination con-' 


ducted by Dr. Stanley P. Black, it was} 


found that the old man had three rup- 
tures in the heart. Literally he died) 
of a broken heart. 

Only a little is known of Murphy’s, 
history, but from what he told the 
nurseg and one of the house physicia 
Dr. Thomas, his life had been a sad’ 
one—sad enough to have caused a 
broken heart at the end. He was well 
reared and a man of education, but he 
was one of those unfortunates who 
succeed—almost. He started in at 
teaching, but was of a restless tem- 


set on being a great lecturer, his plan 
being to help educate the masses by 


means of talks on art and travel that! 
should be free to all. 


On one occasion, as he told the 
nurse before his attack Friday after- 
noon, he had secured a promise fer’ 
funds to enable him to launch his 


plan, but suddenly his benefactor died!

the fortune altogether to a relative 
who had no philanthropic impulses. 
Later Murphy accumulated money 


himself by dint of hard work.and by 
sac , and when he was on the 


eve of reaching his goal, the bank in 
which his savings were deposited 
failed and he was left stranded again. 

Murphy applied for admittance at’ 
the County Hospital ten days ago,| 
complaining of a debilitated condition 
and of severe pains in. the neighbor- 
hood of the heart. The doctors were 
unable to diagnose his case farther 
than to determine at once that his af- 
fection was heart trouble. They en- 
deavored to keep: the old man cheer. 
ful but he insisted several times that/ 
he was apprehensive something | 
about to happen to him.

Friday evening he tInsisted on tak-' 
ing a bath, although Dr. Thomas had!

Dr. Black, at the conclusion of the. 
autopsy, said that the case was very, 
unusual, although he had seen half a 
dozen. He found the heart slightly | 
enlarged, with spots showing that the 
cireulation in the organ itself was not: 
perfect, and finally three ruptures in 
the pericardium. “A broken heart,” | 
said Dr. Black, to the medical = 
dents assembled in the room. And he 
held it up to them for observation. Not |

But nothing was done, and 
twenty- three years passed before 
this plan was carried out, during 


which time public libraries in such 
cities as Roston, Cincinnati, Chicago 
and Indianapolis increased in num- 
ber and size, .nd the State of H- 
linois passed a library law which later 
became a model for many other 
States. . 

The year 1876 really marks the be 
ginning of the American library 
movement as it exists today. In con- 
nection with the Centennial Exposi- 
tion at Philadelphia, plans were made 
by a little group of enthusiastic I!- 
brary workers for the starting of a 
library magazine and the forming of 
an organization of librarians. These 
were successfully carried out, and at 
Philadelphia, October 4, 1876, the 
organization meeting of the American 
Library Association was held, and the 
first number of the American Library 
Journal,. dated September 30, 1876, 
was ready just in time for distribu- 
tion at that meeting. 

The American Library Association 
at the present time has a membership 
of about 2100 persons, of whom prob- 
ably 1800 are librarians and library 
assistants The preponderance of 
membership is naturally in the North 
Atlantic States, New York leading 
with 336, and Massachusetts with 275. 
lilinoits' has 156 and California has 
about sixty members, though the 
membership from the latter State will 
undoubtedly a targe’ increase 
after the 1911 meeting. The chief 
activity of the association is its an- 
nual conference, which brings to- 
gether from 400 to 1000 librarians 
from all over the country. These 
meetings are held at widely separated 
points—in 1905 at Portland, OF; 1906, 
at Narragansett Pier; 1907. Asheville, 
N. 1908, Minnetonka, Mtnn.; 1999, 
Bretton Woods, N. H.; 1910, Macki- 
nac’ Island, Mich.; 1911, Pasadena, 
Cal. In variety of subjects the confer- 
ences have developed even more than 
in size of attendance. 

BRANCHES OF WORK. 

Those unfamiliar | with the many 
branches of library work can hardly 
realize how different these are, and in 
many ways how unrelated. Besides 
the national association itself there 
are eleven special organizations or 
sections affillated with it, each one 
dealing with a special branch of li- 
brary activity. All these special 
bodies hold their sessions in connec- 
tion with the national conference, and 
in addition there are often numerous 
independent “round table” meetings 
to consider specialized subjects, and a 
half dozen or more library school 
alumni associations. For instance. 
there is the National Association of 
State Libraries, composed of State li- 
brarians, who deal with legislative 
questions, with the care of State doc- 
uments and uniform methods of ad- 
ministration; there is the Biblio- 
graphical Society of America, whose 
interests lie among rare editions, early 
printafii books, and bibliographical re- 
search; and the Special Libraries’ 
Association, including those engaged 
in making books useful to special in- 
dustries—the librarians of great man- 
ufacturing establishments and techni- 
brary Commissioners, representing 
some thirty States in its membership, 
is devoted to the work of extending 
iibrary privileges into remote and 
sparcely settled communities, sending 
eut. traveling libraries to little ham- 
lets and settlements ,and carrying on 
library training schools for the better 
equipment of library workers. The

It is no easy matter to prepare a 
programme for an American Library 
Association convention that will sat- 
isfy so many varied needs—and yet 
the fact that these diversities of inter- 
ests are all pursued with the common 
aim of making books more useful in 
the life of the world gives a fellow- 
ship and mutual helpfulness that are 
the strongest characteristics of the li- 
brary profession. The programme for 
the Pasadena convention promises to 
be unusually broad and interesting. 
As it has already been announced in. 
full, only reference to its most salient 
points is here necessary. It may be 
said to center upon the public Mbrary 
in relation to the community —the 
support it should receive and the 
work that !t should do. The address 
of the president deals with the sub- 
ject of “What the Community Owes 
the Library.” In another address, 
“The exploitation of the public l- 
brary’ will be considered: one entire 
session is given over to "’Libraries and 
Municipalities,” with presentation of 
the effect of the commission plan of 
government on library control, and 
of the effect of municipal civil serv- 
ice on library administration. The lat- 
ter subject will be supplemented by a 
discussion of “Humors and Horrors. 
of City Civil Service in Library Ad- 
ministration,” which should be of 
special and lively interest. One ses- 
sion is planned as a “California pro- 
gramme,” with addresses by well- 
known California speakers and writ- 
ers; meetings of almost all the sec- 
tions and affiliated soctietfes will be 
held, among which special interest at- 
taches to the publHe session devoted 
to modern library work for children, 
held by the children’s librarian’s sec- 
tion, in co-operation with local worm.-

20. One afternoon of the convention

The army should be 
brought together in divisions and 
brigade units on the coasts and near 
the railroad centers in climatically 
advantageous points.’ 

“What points, for instance?” 

“Such peints as would permit a rea- 
sonable amount of drill each vear. 
Posts in the cold country do not give 
the men a chance for necessary drill, 
and to maintain so large a number 
of smell posts is, in many ways, bad 
policy. It is expensive beyond reason 
and denies the army the advantages 
of training in large «4nasses—masses 
of the atrength which would be neces- 
sary in warfare. It denies both men 
and officers a variety of training which 
im very necessary to a competent and 
bandy fighting foree. Occasional 
maneuvers, such as those down here 
in Teyas, are very useful, but some 
opportunity for handling regiments 
at least if not men in larger masges, 
should be given to officers at all times, 
and such training would be quite as 
useful to the men as to the officers. 

“A rearrangement of the post sys- 
tem, 80 as to concentrate \the troops 
at a few points instead of many, 
would also result in an enormous sav- 
ing of expense, and the army officers 
are a wnit in desiring to accomplish 
a curtailment of expenses in all diree- 
tions which do not mean actual war 
efficiency. And, besides these mani- 
fest advantages, a rearrangement of 
the posts which would result in con- 
eentration of the army in large masses 
at strategic points would not only give 
these points additional and needed 
protection, but would give our fighting 
men a moral strength among the na- 
tions of the world which they now 
lack. 

“A sudden call upon the army now 
means long trips for many little or- 
ganizations before a fighting unit can 
be concentrated, and this means much 
delay—-delay which might be very 
serious. This is a most important 
matter and should be carefully con- 
sidered by the folk who pay the 
army's bills—the people of the whole 
United States. 

“Maneuver camps of permanent 
nature, which would enable officers 
to command and men to form into 
large masses without the worry and 
excitement which attends now the 
concentration of a division, should be 
established at such places as offer 
most advantages, not too far from the 
concentrated posts.’’ 

AN IDEAL ARMY. 

“Of how many men would an ideal 
army for this country consist?’ 

“An ideal army? ‘Well, this is a 
large country with, now, foreign pos- 
sessions of importance which require 
many soldiers. . Still, a standing army 
of 150,000 men would meet most of 
our requirements in sudden calls, but 
in this army every regiment should 
be organised at full far strength and 
maintained at war strength. We have 
tried the ‘skeleton regiment,’ and it 
has proved to be a most Imperfect 
system. 

“These are matters which should 
be of interest to every citizen. -The 
American takes far too little notice 
of his army. Military men believed 
that after the Spanish War, which 
caught us go entirely unprepared, that 
a tremendous, needless death-roll, 
many details of unnecessary suffering 
seareely less tragic, and a vast ex- 
pense were unavoidable, our peopie 
would appreciate the actual economy 
of real preparedness. But the lessen 
was not noted, or was at once for- 
gotten. And I may say that such an 
army as I name, if rightly organized 
and stationed, could be maintained at 
an expense no greater than is en- 
tailed at present by our small, but 
badly regulated force. 

“With such an army, a “fighting 
organization quiet complete and al- 
ways ready, run at minimum effective 
cost and concentrated strategic 
points, we might look out upon the 
world, calm-eyed, unworried. I have 
enormous confidence in the ability of 
the United States to, in any circum- 
stances, ultimatély win the greatest 
war which could be forced upon the 
country, but, unless our plan.is re- 
arranged, the winning must, of a ne- 
cessity, be costly, both of lives and 
treasure—costly beyond reason. 

“We need new legislation. We 
have no law, for instance, which en- 
ables us to utilize the services of men 
who have been in the army, served 
their time, end gone again into civil 
life. As things stand now the enlist- 
ed men who have been educated in 
the regular army are, when their 
terms expire, immediately lost to the 
country which has gone to the ex- 
pense of training them. Considered 
as reservists and subject to recall in 
time of an emergency, these men, of 
whom grenut numbers drop out of the 
army every year, might be enormous-

Crittenton Home Gives Aid 
and Sympathy. — 


Effective Work by Los An- 
geles Institution. 


Local Home But One of 
Many in Nation.

out by a board of fifteen local women 
_@f which Mrs. Frank Stoddard is presi- 
_@ent. The home is housed in a large 
old residence which has been changed 
to meet the needs as far as possilae. It 


is clean and fairly eesmiie but 


it lacks much in the way of conveni- 
énces and room. The matron, Dr. H. 


H. Spenser, is an old-fashioned, 


otherly woman, with a big heart and 
lain common sense rather than pro- 
fessional training. There are now six- 


teen or eighteen giris and about a 


dozen children in the home. Each 
‘girl is required to sign a contract 
agreeing to remain at least six months. 
When it is feasible, a maternity fee 
of $25 is charged and the inmate pays 
for her attendance and board. But 
no girl is turned away from a Florence 
Crittenton Home for lack of money. 

During the quiet months in the 
Home the gir) cares for her own baby, 
_ and is taught how to care for the child 
and herself properly. Often a young 
mother, bitter and defiant at first, her 
only thought to escape the penalty of 
her misdeed and forget it, is redeemed 
through the saving grace of mother 
love. As she holds her little one in 
her arms and ministers to its wants, 
the baby wins its way to her heart and 
becomes the chief end of her exis- 
tence. She is ready to work or to 
make sacrifices for the sake of the 
ehild and to keep it near her. 


Whenever it seems advisable, mar-. 


riage is arranged between the parents. 
There have been three such weddings 
. at the home within the past month. 
In one of these cases, a girl, who at- 
tempted suicide after months of de- 
spair, when she found herself deserted 
by the man who had promised to 
marry her, is now settled in a com- 
fortable home with husband and 
baby, both parents determined. to 
avercome their mistakes of the past. 
Im another case the husband is sup- 
porting the wife and child in the 
home until the end of her six months, 
when he will have a home ready. 

Many of the giris are returned to 
their homes, their oitter experience 
a lesson that has set them in the 
right way. Others are helped to 
“homes or positions where they can 
earn an honest living. 

During 1910 sixty girls were in the 
establishment and twenty-three ba- 
bles were born. Some come volun- 
-tarily; some are brought by friends 
or organizations; some are sent here 
by the Juventie Court. They aré of 
all races, nationalities and ages, al- 
‘though the majority are under 18. 
One girl now tn the home, soon to be- 
come a mother; is 14. Not all of them 
-are ignorant and neglected children. 
The daughters of respectable families, 
girls who have been well educated, 
are too often found here. 

Dr. Barrett, national president, said 
recently that she had within the past 
year crossed the continent’ three 
times to study the conditions {In the 
seventy-eight Florence Crittenton 
Hiomes, and the fact that most im- 
pressed her was that of late a totally 
different problem is to be met. ‘ The 
homes are filled now with much 
Younger girls than formerly and of a 
higher grade of intelligence. 

Many sad stories are told In the 
homely, comfy, sittrng-room down on 
Santee street. Here fathers and 
mothers pour out thelr agony and 
disgrace; girls sob out the details of 
their shame; men confess their weak- 
ness or guilt. Often advice and assist- 
ance are given when a case may not 
be received into the home. Myny of 
the girls come in destitute and must 
be clothed, given medica! attendance 
everything. The work of the house 
is done by the inmates under the di- 
rection of the matron and. the head 
nurse. The girls are taught to cook, 
do.all Kinds of housework, plain sew- 
ing, laundry work, nursing. and are 
given Bible lessens and lessons tn 
reading and writing. when necessary. 
"There is great need that the oppor- 
tunity for industrial training be in- 
creased.

The Painter From Indiana. 

The Richmond group of landscape 
painters is known the world over. 

This statement does not sound very 
startling, but the wonder grows when 
we are told that Richmond is only a 


little city of 25,000 people situated in) 


the beautiful State of Indiana, only 
seventy-five miles from Cincinnati. 

Every year this 1 round dot in 
the Hoosier State holds an exhibition 
to which the most eminent painters, 
sculptors and craftsmen inthe country 
are proud and eager to contribute. 
Reads like a fairy tale, a Munchausen 
invention, doesn’t it?——but neverthe- 
less it's absolutely true. 

How did it all happen? 

Thereby hangs a story of courage 
and encouragement, a tale whose 
moral is identical with that of the 
story of the tall oak that from a little 
acorn grew.

One of these, Albert Clinton Conner, 
is well known to us all, for he has 
lived and painted in Los Angeles over 
twenty years. . His brother Charles, 
too, who has since died, lived here for 
a time. The Conner brothers, - with 
Frank J. Girardin and M. T. Nordyke, 
were the original founders of the 
Richmond movement in landscape art. 
They were shortly joined by J. E. 
Bundy, who came to Richmond to 
teach painting and drawing in a neigh- 
boring Quaker college. 

Girardin, Nordyke and Charles Con- 
nér were interior decorators, Albert 
Clinton Conner was a pattern.maker 
and inventor. Their only time for 
painting was Sundays and holidays, 
but as “stony limits cannot hold love 
out,” even so time limits cannot 
daunt the man enamored of art ex- 
pression. They rented an o}d cottage 
at the outskirts of Richmond, and here 
they met, compared notes, discussed 
art, entertained visiting artists. Quite 
an ambitious acorn, you see, a rapid 
expander. 

So they painted apace, and e 
now and then held an exhibition of 
their work in the Garfield school- 

house, which was conveniently located. 
Everybody in Richmond became in- 
terested, and everybody came to the 
exhibitions. 

After a few years the. two. Conners 
went to California, though Charles 
did not remain here long, as he felt 
homesick for the art atmosphere of 
Richmond. 

The Rambler’s Sketch Club was 
metamorphosed into the Richmond 
Art Association. Every year a picture 
is purchased with a fund of $500 that 
is given annually by Daniel G. Reid of 
New York City, who was formerly a 
resident of Richmond. Over twenty 
pictures now belong to the association, 
among them being canvasses by Frank 
J. Girardin, J. E. Bundy and Charles 
Conner. 

Frank J. Girardin has been in Lom 
Angeles for a year and a half. Since 
he left Richmond a permanent art 
gallery has been btilt on to the Gar- 
field school, one large enough to ac- 

-commodate any exhibition and to hold 
the art treasures the association is 
gradually accumulating. New land has 
been bought round the schoolhouse, 

' go that the gallery will never be 
cramped for room. Before this, the 
schoolrooms were utilized for the ex- 
hibitions, which were held only once 
a year. Now there will be exhtbitions 
twice a year, in the spring and fall. 

Girardin will return to Richmond in 
a few weeks, but he is so delighted 
with Southern California that he hopes 
to return, and to remain, at no very 
distant day. He will bring Bast with 
him more than a hundred landscape 
sketches in oils, and upward of five 
hundred pencil sketches. These he 
will utilize for his finished pictures, 

which he will show in Cincinnati and 

Richmond. 

I recently spent a pleasant after- 
noon looking over his sketches in oils, 
and suggested that he ought to show 
them in Los Angeles, but he feared 
he wouldn’t have the time for that. 
“Bestdes,”’ said he, “I don’t know that 
the public will stand for mere sketches 
-——they might not understand them. 
Artists and critics like them, of course, 


but the’general public is apt to deride | 


them and call the painter a daubing 
faker.” 

Albert Clinton Conner’s home and 
studio are at Manhattan Beach. A few 
months ago J. E. Bundy and M. T. 
Nordyke came out from Richmond 
and joined Girardin and Conner—and 
only one, Charles Conner, was missing 
from the original Rambler’s Sketch 
Club of Richmond. What an interest- 
ing reunion that wast How much 
these old friends of varied experi- 
ence must have had to talk about! 

They rented a bungalow at Manhat- 
tan Beach, and every day sallied forth 
to sketch together, as they used to do 
thirty years ago. One of their favorite 
haunts was the beach and hills two 
miles beyond Port Los Angeles. “Our 
friends in Richmond wouldn't belleve,”’ 
remarked Conner to his mates, “‘that 
we travel twenty-seven miles to 
sketch, and return on the same day. 
That's the difference between Indiana 
and California.” 

However, they did not confine them- 
selves to the beach below Santa 
Monica. They traveled to the. valley 
of the Sespe, into the Santa Ynez and 
Topanga Canyons, to Monrovia— 
everywhere, in search of the wonders} 
of California's spring time. 

Bundy and Nordvke are already 
gone, Girardin will soon depart, and 
only Conner remains. “So runs the 
world away.” 

At first Girardin found it dificult 
to adjust his vision to California's high | 
seale of light. He therefore studied | 
our landscape with great care for 
some months before he ventured to 
try it in paint. His experience was

Huntington Beach Factory Is 


Most Modern in State. 


Cost With Equipment Close 


to a Million Dollars. 


_ 


Large Beet Acreage Planted 


to Supply Material. 


One of the largest and most mod- 
ern sugar factories in the world is 
nearing completion at Huntington 
Beach for the Holly Sugar Company. 
The building, plans for which were 
drawn by,Architects John P. Krem- 
pel and Walter E. Erkes of Los An- 
geles, will have an aggregate floor 
area of over 50,000 square feet and 
the total investment In the site, plant 
and equipment will approximate $1,- 
000,000. 

The building group consists of a 
main factory building, a sugar 
warehouse, boiler house, power house, 
machine shop, office building and 
beet sheds. These structures are con- 
structed of steel frame throughout, 
all the floors and roofs being of re- 
inforced concrete as are also the 
window sills, mullions and lintels. 
The walls are constructed of selected 
brick laid in colored mortar. The 
buildings will be both light and airy. 

The machinery to be installed will 
be of the latest type and design, part 
of it being imported from. Germany 
and France. Nine-tenths of the en- 
tire installation, however, was fab- 
ricated in the United States. One 
hundred and fifty carloads of steel 
is entering into the construction of 
the plant. The factory will be one 
of the first of its kind tn the country 
to be driven by electricity generated 
on its own grounds. The company 
is constructing its own sewer system 
to the ocean at a cost of $20,000 a 
mile. 

OWNS COLORADO PLANTS. 


The Holly Sugar Company already 
owns and operates plants at Swink 
and Holly, Colorado, W. M. Wiley, 
its president, being one of the pion- 
eers in the beet sugar industry in that 
gtate. Wiley was largely instrumental! 
fm the construction of the great 350 
mile irrigation system, with its 1000 
miles -of laterals, which converted 
over 100,000 acres of arid desert inte 
the present fertile Colorado beet 
lands. He was also the builder of the 
Holly & Swink Railroad of Colorado. 
Mr. Sinsheimer, the construction en- 
gineer of the plant, is known as an 
authority on sugar-house mechanics. 

C. A. Johnson, formerly of Colorado, 
will be the manager of the Hunting- 
ton Beach plant. Johnson has had 
long experience in the sugar beet in- 
dustry.

MANAGEMENT.

He and Other Labor Leaders Argue 
Against Its Introduction into the 
Government's Industrial Establish- 
ments Where it is Necessary for 
Economical Production. 


One of the contentions against 
unionism has been that it prevented a 
large proportion of workmen doing 
the best work of which they are cap- 
able—that the good workmen are 
held down to the level of the inferior 
men. This has never been denied by 
the unionites. Now, under the propo- 
sition to introduce “scientific man- 
agement” into government workshops 
as well as into railroad and other 
industrial establishments the union- 
ites are showing their hand. The in- 
troduction of scientific management 
has become necessary in order to se- 
cure the proper amount of production 
compared With the cost of labor. So 
notorious has this condition of things 
become that the government is un- 
able to do work as economically as 
can a private firm, and with the in- 
creasing demands for increaged wages 


and short hours the private firms find 


themselves driven to the wali in the 
matter of profit on their production. 
The weak-kneed politicians at Wash- 
ington enacted that eight hours should 
constitute a day's work in all govern- 
ment establishments, thus starting the 
movement for an eight-hour day 
throughout the country. 

Now, the attack on the scientific 
management system of labor is being 
fought at- Washington as a beginning 
of a general opposition to it wherever 
it may be suggested. On April 13 
President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor appeared before 
the Labor Committee of the House of 
Representatives to oppose the intro- 
duction by the government of the 
scientific management system among 
workmen employed in the various 
plants and factories operated by the 
government. He claimed that the 
System was an effort of capital to get 
as much work as possible from labor 
on as low wages as could be paid. 
In line with his action a petition was 
presented from the labor unions at 
the Rock Island Arsenal opposing in- 
stallation of the system there. An- 
other attack on the system was made 
before the same Congressional Com- 
mittee on April 29 as the government 
hds introduced it in several depart- 
ments and was considering its intro- 
duction in others. Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor; James O'Connell, president 
of the International Association of 
Machinists, -and other officials of 
trades unions appeared in opposition 
to the system. 

The whole effect of the proposed 
scientific management is to secure ef- 
fective work from employees, not 


necessarily to make them work any 


harder, but to cut out all delays in the 
handling of material or the direction 
of work that will cause a workman to 
wait on his job. There is nothing 
criminal in this, nor is it any evidence 
of opposition to labor or oppression 
of workingmen to expect them to do 
a steady day’s work for the wages they 
themselves claim the right to establish. 
If the employment of a boy to lay 
bricks in proper order for the high- 
priced bricklayer to pick up without 
unnecessary motions‘and thereby be 
enabled to lay a thousand more per 
day than otherwise, where is there any 
crime or oppression of labor? The 
proper spirit among . workingmen 
would cause them to welcome such a 
movement. It would enable them to 
point with pride at the amount of 
work accomplished, and thus be fn a 
to justify the wages de- 
manded.

The. subject has been 
brought prominently to mind by the 
charge that the railroads of this coun- 
try could save & milion dollars a day, by 
the scientific management of the in- 
dustrial end of their business. Mean- 
time the railroads have been nearly 
crowded to the wall by the increasing 
demand for higher wages by .me- 
chanics, firemen, engineers, telegraph 
operators, and other employees. Simil- 
lar conditions exist in all other indus- 
tries and new economies have become 
necessary. To oppose these is like op- 
posing the use of steam for the navi- 
gation of the ocean. Gompers and 
his followers would do better to favor 
such an economical movement. It 
would have a good influence in. their

Sup- 
plies were hard to get; shipments 
were irregular and competent cooks 
and waiters were scarce as saints. 
Most of the cooks were men from the 
mining camps and cattle ranges, and 
they went armed so as to reciprocate 
criticigms upon their cuisine. Napkins 
were unknown; tablecloths were 


before their tenure had expired; the 
crockery was the heaviest kind of 
ironware, and many a man has been 
laid out cold with a blow from a tea 
cup. Waiters were called “hash 
slingers.”’ A traveler once asked per- 
mission to take his beefsteak portion

GENERAL PUBLIC 


EXHIBITION OF THE ROOSEVELT 
AFRICAN SPECIMENS. 


Smithsonian Institution Has Over 
Three Thousand Skins of Mam- 
mals, But Only a Portion Will Be 
Mounted for Exhibition—The 
Rest Will Be Safely Stored. 


The attention of the public has been 
directed again to the Smithsonian In- 
stitution’s collection of mammal skins 
obtained for it by its African expedi- 
tion headed by Col. Theodore Roosevelt, 
this renewed attention being aroused by 
an interview attributed to Col. Roose- 
velt, in which he is quoted as saying he 
wished Congress would appropriate suf- 
ficient money to enable the Institution 
to prepare the collection for exhibition 
immediately. Inquiries made at the In- 
stitution indicate that erroneous ideas 
exist ag to the progress of the work of 
preparing the skins for exhibition, and 
aiso as to their final disposition, says 
the Philadelphia Record. 

It is not intended to mount all the 
specimens in the collection and place 
them in the exhibition halls of the Mu- 
seum. To do so would be a serious det- 
riment to the collection, and no advan- 
tage to the public. The collection con- 
tains about 3000 skins of mammals, but 
not more than fifty different kinds 
could be detected among them by an 
untrained observer. The general public 
would only be fatigued and confused by 
an inspection of the entire series. The 
fur of mammals fades more or less on 


exposure to light, and on that account | 


also it is far from desirable to exhibit 
rare or unique specimens in a strong 
light. Only those species will be se- 
lected for mounting which are not now 
adequately represented, «r which are 
needed to supplant the various series 
now. shown. In this way duplication 
will be avolded and the interests of 
both the naturalists <nd the general 
public will be furthered. 

LARGER SKINS WERE TANNED. 

The larger skins have been tanned 
and made soft and can be folded and 
put away like blankets. When in this 
condition they can be easily handled 
and studied in detail, and they are 
readily available to persong having a 
special interest in African mammals. 

The collection is being prepared with 
all possible skill and dispatch, and the 
utmost care is being exercised to pre- 
vent iny portion of it being damaged 
through accident. It is owing to the 
innumerable details of the work that 
progress appears to be slow. 

The first step was to get the skins 
properly tanned, but before this could 
be undertaken it was essential that 
they all be catalogued and so tagged 
that there would be no danger of losing 
the labels. Even after a label had been 
devised which would stand the wear 
and tear the further precaution was 
observed of engraving the numbers on 
the hoofs and claws. The questfon then 
arose as to whom the delicate work of 
tanning the skins would be intrusted, 
and to solve this a representative of 
the Smithgonian Institution way sent to 
the principal tanneries to investigate 
their facilities for handling the work. 
When this report was received those 
tanneries were chosen which appeared

FOR SHOOTERS. 


Dr. G.I. Royce Tells How To 
Handle Revolvers. 


Policemen Should Knock Off 
Sights on Weapons. 


Regula¢ Practice Required To 
Be Efficient. 


Lack of ability as marksmen on the 
part of police, with the remedies there- 
for, is arousing wide discussion among 
officials and citizens alike. 

The civil service records of the city 
show that two-thirds of the patrolmen 
taking the examinations for promotion 
to the grade of Sergeant failed to hit 
the target on their tests in markman- 
ship. Many of the men never fire 
their weapons, and at least one mem- 
ber of the force has never fired a shot 
in his lifetime. This optimist assev- 
erates that if he cannot take offenders 
with his fists he will not get’ them. 

Many of the present force are for- 
mer soldiers, proficient with the rifle, 
but without experience in the use of

It 
begins at the Yellow Sea and runs across China for a 
distance of 1500 miles. That wall would be a grain of 
Sand or at best a single brick compared with the mighty 
wall that might be made of Uncle Sam’s coal. We shall 
estimate the amount at only 2,000,000,000,000 of tons, 
taking only the workable and accessible coal into the 
caleulation,.

For the benefit of those who like a touch of the wild 
about their dwellings I may say that the young plants 
are easily and safely transplanted. Several years ago I 
set a cluster of them and all are thriving in their slow 
and dignified way, while close at hand the last of the 
old guard is pushing up its spire. In order to get a 
natural grouping, I threw a hatful of potatoes into the 
air and wherever one fell I planted a bayonet. I can- 
not say if they will flourish in straight rows or with 
irrigation and cultivation. It is a well-known fact that 
the Indian does not prosper amid too much civilization. 
In a well-appointed bayonet garden the good soil should 
be covered with wash gravel and the area hedged about

Later inquiry has revealed the fact that the Province 
of Chekiang, in common with most of the other rich 
coastal provinces of China, has no sites for hydro-elec- 
trie plants of sufficient magnitude to prove factors of 
any importance in the development of the country; in

Nearly all of China’s great rivers take their rise in 
the snows of the Thibetan plateatis,-at elevations of 
over 20,000 feet, and the largest part of their four-mile 
drops to sea level is made in the course of their jour- 
neys through the rich interior provinces of that exten- 
sive empire. This is notably true of the mighty Yang- 
tse-Kiang, one of the five largest rivers in the world, 
which descends in the vicinity of 12,000 feet in travers- 
ing the province of Szechuan alone. It is in this prov- 
ince, rich, populous, but almost wholly undeveloped, 
that the greatest field for hydro-electric endeavor will 
be. found. 

This remarkable province, in spite of the fact that 
it is cut off from the lower valleys of the Yangtse by a 
high range of mountains through which precarious 
communication with the rest of the empire is main- 
tained only by caravans on land and junks on the river, 
has a population that is estimated at from 50,000,000 to 
60,000,000, and is generally credited with being more 
prosperous, as well as richer in natural resource, than 
any other state of the empire. The cities, while not

: DECIDEDLY interesting as well as instructive 
feature of the Mexican centennial celebration 


Was the exhibit of Mexican products by the tech- 
‘eal school and industrial museum, which was 
moa prominent location. This museum was in- 
ted a couple of years ago, but it is constantly 


“ving additions and is now a somewhat compre | 


e display and well worth a visit by those who de- 
> acquaint themselves with the wide and varied 
i1ae ot products of the country and the great advance 
that has been made in manufacturing. 
exhibit are displays of fiber plants of several kinds, as 
well aS manufacturers therefrom. Manufacturers of 
wool, cotton and silk are also shown, as well as shoes, 
hats, brushes, brooms, iron and metal goods of various 
Kinds. Cocoa and chocolate, sugar and sugar cane and 
many other products are exhibited. There is also an 
interesting display of guayule and other rubber and 
its manufactures, chicle, etc. 
ery. liquors, wines, medicines, sponges, onyx, tortoise- 
Shell, pear! shells, resins, waxes, tobacco and an almost 
intiimerable list of other products of the country all 
fnd place here. A fine display of cereals, beans, and 
other farm products is also made, with samples of the 
forest trees from all parts of the republic. This ex- 
hibit attracted many visitors during the centennial, 
who had come to the capital city in search of valu- 
able information as well as to enjoy the many specta- 
cles, 
Tire manufactures of cotton, wool, etc., show a high 
dezree of excellence, while the footwear shown is par- 
ticularly noticeable. It has long been believed, and 
is still believed by most foreigners, that the only good 
shoes to be had in Mexico are the imported ones, but 
this has now been demonstrated to be a mistake. A 
very fine quality of footwear is now manufactured in 
Mexico, and it compares favorably with the imported 
goods in appearance and wearing qualities, while the 
prices are from 25 to 50 per cent. less—a matter of no 
small moment to buyers when the high prices of most 
of the imported articles are considered. 
Hygienic Display and Health Congress. 


One of the solid and most instructive features of the 
celebration was the hygienic exposition and — health 
congress, the latter presenting many lectures on hy- 
gienic topics by notable authorities in that line. The 
exhibits comprised models showing the progress made 
from crude methods to those developed .by scientific re- 
Search as best adapted for the preservation of the 
healih and welfare of the people. The progress made 
in the sanitation of the chief centers of population in 
the republic was amply demonstrated, especially with 
regard to the city itself, which in the past has had an 
un nviable reputation from the health standpoint, but 
which owing to the adoption of modern methods is 
rapidly becoming all] that such a densely-populated cen- 
ter should be. Mexico has had to contend with great 
difficulties in the way of sanitation, owing to the lack 
of ready drainage facilities, as. well as of pure water 
supply, but these difficulties are being rapidly sur- 
mounted and must soon be reduced to a minimum. 
Included in the exhibit were a model] for a complete 
hacienda building, taid out on the most approved sani- 
tary principles for the guidance of those who desire 
to follow the lines so laid down. There were also 
charts showing the birth, marriage and death rates, 
medicines and medical works of all kinds. Sanitary 
plumbing in great variety was also aply illustrated, and 
the extent and method of modern hospitals was shown 
by illustrations and drawings of many institutions of 
the kind throughout the country. |

Almost without exception the pupils are chil- 
dren of Chinese fathers and Mexican mothers, and a 
fine, sturdy and intelligent collection of boys and giris 
they are, too. Several scribbling detractors of Mexico 
have depicted in terms of simulated horror the alleged 
fact that in several! places it is the practice to “force” 
Mexican and Indian women to marry Chinese. Now, 
the “actual fact,’ if fact there be which is not actual, 
is that it is not at all necessary to “force” such a union, 
for in the marriage market the Chinese is the preferred 
suitor. He stands away above par and has the pick of 
pretty girls in the class from which his spouse is se- 
lected. I am acquainted with quite a number of Chi- 
nese who have Mexican wives, and in every instance 
the woman is or has been exceptionally handsome. The 
fact is, the Chinese who takes a Mexican wife treats 
her with the greatest consideration and liberality, is 
more than proud of the children, boys or girls, that 
she may bear him, and is in all respects a model hus- 
band and father——thereby differing from not a few rep- 
resentatives of a race that arrogates to itself suprem- 
acy in this as in all other respects.

fects of such an institution are regarded. The open- 
ing ceremonies took place on the 18th of September 
and were the occasion for the gathering of prominent 
educators from this country as well as from abroad. A 
splendid group of buildings, all thoroughly equipped 
and provided with the latest scientific appliances and 
apparatus, has been erected in a suitable location, and 
here will be housed the national preparatory school 
and the five technical schools which are to be grouped 
in the National University. These include col.eges of 
law, medicine, engineering, architecture and the fine 
arts. In this connection a few statistics with regard 
to the educational facilities of that portion of the coun- 
try under immediate Federal control as given by Presi- 
dent Diag in his message to Congress upon its open- 
ing, September 19, will be of interest. Under direct 
Federal control are the schools of the Federal district 
(corresponding to our own District of Columbia,) and 
the Territories of Tepic, Lower California and Quintana 
Roo, covering a total population of little less than 750,- 
000. Says the President: 

“There are at present in the Federal District and 
Territories, subject to the jurisdiction of the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction and Fine Arts, 641 primary 
schools, of which ‘fifty-two are superior primary, 584 
elementary primary, and 55 night schools. The total 
enrollment, according to the latest reports available, is 
83,824 pupils. In addition there are six kindergartens, 
with 1269 pupils, also under the jurisdiction of the De- 
partment of Public Instruction. The number of mas- 
ters imparting the rudiments of education in the above 
named establishments is -2371, not including the sev- 
eral headmasters.”

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BIG DAM AT KEOKUK.. 


TOBE THE LARGESTIN THE WORLD, EXCEPTING 
TUAT AT ASSOUAN, EGYPT. 

[World Today:] For more than fifty years that por- 
tion of the upper Mississippi River Valley immediately 
| contiguous to the Des Moines Rapids has dreamed of 
the day when the waters would be harnessed and fac- 
| tories would line the banks. [But the years passed and 
'the stones did not assemble. themselves to form any 
| dam, and trade went inland. 

When the word went forth that after fifty years of 
hoping and dreaming a mile-wide dam was to be built 
‘there were many yet unconverted from doubt. But 
when Congress took favorable: action and granted the 
necessary franchises the doubters began to wax enthu- 
Siastic. 

By the time President Roosevelt signed the franchise 
_for the immense dam and power plant on February 9, 
| 1905, the eyes of the entire country were on Keokuk. 
When the necessary $20,000,000 capital was secured 
and the first shovelful of dirt was turned the world 
woke up to the fact that the upper Mississippi Valle. 
held the key to the industrial future. Lae 

On January 9, 1910, definite announcement was made 
to the world that the dam would be built. By Febru- 
ary 1 several score of men were at work. Early in Je- 
cember, 1910, 500 men started to work on the Iowa 
shore. Throughout the entire winter they toiled to 
throw a rampart across the river. 

When the waters, guided by engineering craft, pass 

through thirty turbines they will generate 250,000 
horse power, enough to light every private and public 
lamp, run every street car and turn every factory wheel 
|im practically every Mississippi Valley city from the 
Saint on the north to the Saint on the south. Two 
thousand men went to work with the breaking up of 
| the ice and the opening of navigation. 
The dam is to be the largest'in the world, with the 
Single exception of the Assouan irrigating dam across 
'the Nile in Egypt; the water power plant will] be the 
largest in the world without exception, unless two or 
more of the Niagara plants are combined for the pur 
pose al comparison. 

When completed the dam will be 5800 feet in length, 
of reinforced concrete, thirty-seven feet high and of 
the same width, the foundation buried for seven feet 
in the solid limestone bed:of the river’s gorge. 

Extending practically due east and west across the 
river, the dam will run its uninterrupted course for 4400. 
_ feet, when it will veer to the south and ‘give way to the 
| power plant, on the Iowa shore, where the turbulent 
waters will be converted into commercial power. 

The dam will result in the formation of an immense 
lake from three to five miles wide and forty miles long 
'above Keokuk, overflowing the lowlands and entirely 
changing the topography of the country now immedi- 
ately adjacent to the river. It will also completely 
drown out the nine-mile ‘cana! built forty years ago at 
‘a cost of $8,000,000. It is one of the requirements 
of the Federal franchise that this government canal, 
with its three locks, shall be supplanted by a new 
one-lock canal and a new dry dock to be given the nec- 
essary running power free of charge to the end of time. 

The dam completed, the rapids will give way to a 
placid pool or lake, up and down and across which the 
heaviest laden boats may travel in‘safety. - In the sec- 
ond place, Keokuk will become one of the largest power- 
distributing centers in the entire world. 

Already contracts have been signed for the trans- 

mission of 60,000 horse power to St. Louis, 175 miles 
south, to run the street cars and light the streets of 
that city. Already negotiations are under way to trans- 
mit the power north and south, east and west, from St. 
Paul to Memphis and from Chicago to Omaha. 
_. In the third place, Keokuk will become the center 
of a new manufacturing section; the city famous as the 
hub of the richest agricultural country in the world will 
displace plows with smokestacks, corn planters with 
looms and harrows with dynamos.

HE farming of the sea, and of inland waters as 
1 well, on a somewhat intensive plan, will soon be- 
come necessary as an expedient for keeping down 
the cost of food supplies. Already, indeed, steps in that 
direction are being taken. ) 

Experts are of the opinion that the. manatee, or “sea 
cow,” which was formerly abundant all along the Gulf 
coast and up the Atlantic shore as far as the Caro- 
linas, could be successfully bred in many a bay and estu- 
ary, chiefly for its meat. It is a huge aquatic mammal, 
attaining a length of ten feet and a weight of 2000 
pounds, but gentle and even affectionate in disposition. 
Exclusively herbivorous, it browses on water plants; 
and, oddly enough, it eats under water, though unable 
to breathe so. 

Manatees may be kept in captivity indefinitely, and 
under such circumstances feed:readily on garden vege- 
tables, such as cabbage, celery tops, and spinach. The 
London Zoo had a specimen which ate 100 pounds of let- 
tuce daily—an expensive diet, but the animal would 
not touch anything else after having tasted lettuce. 
The meat, which resembles veal, is eaten on fast days 
in South America, as “fish,” because the beast lives in 
the water.

late summer it is possible, in many places along the 
New England coast, to get from 6000 to 8000 baby clams, 
no bigger than the head of a good-sized pin, out of a 
siffgle shovelful of sand. They are separated from the 
sand by passing the latter through a suitable screen.

threatened with extermination in a commercial sense, 
and efforts are being made by the government Fisher- 
ies Bureau to propagate it artificially in Florida, where 
a nursery has been established for the purpose. All ob- 
tainable eggs are hatched, and the young liberated as 
soon as they are big enough to take care of them- 
selves. But it is difficult to get the eggs, because the 
species has been so greatly reduced in numbers. For 
many years it has been customary not only to capture 
the turtles at their breeding places, but to dig up their 
eges—a system which could not fail to wipe the crea- 
tures off the face of the earth after a short time. Those 
which survive have been driven to seek refuge along 
the shores of Yucatan, clear across the Gulf of Mexico. 

The eggs secured by the Fisheriés Bureau are hatched 
by a very simple process, being buried at a depth of a 
few inches in boxes of sand, and exposed to the heat of 
the semi-tropical sun. After a few days the little tur- 
tles make their appearance, and then are confined in 
shallow-water pens, or “crawls.” The food that seems 
best for them is an aquatic plant called “sea lettuce.” 

There is no reason why we should not raise snapping 
turties on a large scale in this country. It is an indus- 
try which, though new, has already been developed with 
much success in Japan. Recently, an officer of our own 
Fisheries Bureau made.a special study of three estab- 
lishments near Tokio, which together turn out 60,000 
Snapping turtles annually. Their breeding habits are 
so much like those of the diamond-back terrapin that, 
in all likelihood, the methods used for propagating them 
would be applicable to the latter eee, so highly con- 
sidered as a table delicacy. 

The typical Japanese turtle farm consists of a num- 
ber of rectangular ponds, large and small, shallow, with 
mud bottoms, and connected by little canals. Each pond

The honey guide, as it is called, knows 
where the wild bees live; by its peculiar call and “come- 
on” antics it persuades the natives to follow it to a 
bee tree. The bird kills the bees, which fly out whe’ 
the nest is spoiled, and also devours the grubs in the 
comb.

HE farming of the sea, and of inland waters as 
well, on a somewhat intensive plan, will soon be- 
come necessary as an expedient for keeping down 

the cost of food supplies. Already, indeed, steps in that 

direction are being taken. | 

Experts are of the opinion that the saapatte, aes 
cow,” which was formerly abundant a’ along the Gulf 
coast and up the Atlantic shore as far as the Caro- 
linas, could be successfully bred.in many a bay and estu- 
ary, chiefly for its meat. It is a huge aquatic mammal, 
attaining a length of ten feet and a weight of 2000 
pounds, but gentle and even affectionate in disposition. 
Exclusively herbivorous, it browses on water plants; 
and, oddly enough, it eats under water, though unable 
to breathe so. 

Manatees may be kept in captivity indefinitely, and 
under such circumstances feed readily on garden vege-, 
tables, such as cabbage, celery tops, and spinach. The 
London Zoo had a specimen which ate 100 pounds of let- 
tuce daily—an expensive diet, but the animal would 
not touch anything else after having tasted lettuce. 
The meat, which resembles veal, is eaten on fast days 
in South America, as “fish,” because the beast lives in 
the water.

commercially preserved. Fortunately, recent experi- 
ments by the Rhode Island Fish Commission have 
shown that it is just about as easy to grow clams as to 
raise wheat, the best way to plant them being to sow 
the little “seed clams” broadcast, like oats. 

The production of eggs by the individual female | 
clam is enormous,:running up into the millions, and in 
‘jate summer it is possible, in many places along the 
New England coast, to get from 6000 to 8000 baby clams, 
no bigger than the head of a good-sized pin, out of a 
single shovelful of sand. They are separated from the 
sand by passing the latter through a suitable screen. 
The time to sow them is when the tide is coming in; 
for, as soon as the water covers them, they burrow and 
plant themselves. 

In suitable localities, clams can be made to grow so 
thick as to be almost a solid mass.

ies Bureau to propagate it artificially in Florida, where 
a nursery has been established for the purpose. All ob- 
tainable eggs are hatched, and the young liberated as 
s00n as they are big enough to take care of them- 
_ selves. But it is difficult to get the eggs, because the 
+ species has been so greatly reduced in numbers. For 
many years it has been customary not only to capture 
the turtles at their breeding places, but to dig up their 
eges—a system which could not fail to wipe the crea- 
tures off the face of the earth after a short time. Those 
which survive have ‘been driven to seek refuge along 
the shores of Yucatan, clear across the Gulf of Mexico. 

The eggs secured by the Fisheries Bureau are hatched 
by a very simple process, being buried at a depth of a 
few inches in boxes of sand, and exposed to the heat of 
the semi-tropical sun. After a few days the little tur- 
tles make their appearance, and then are confined in 
shallow-water pens, or “crawls.” The food that seems 
best for them is an aquatic plant called “sea lettuce.” 

There is no reason why we should not raise snapping 
turties on a large scale in this country. It is an indus- 
try which, though new, has already been developed with 
much success in Japan. Recently, an officer of our own 
Fisheries Bureau made a special study of three estab- 
lishments near Tokio, which together turn out 60,000 
Snapping turtles annually. Their breeding habits are 
so much like those of the diamond-back terrapin that, 
in all likelihood, the methods used for propagating them 
would be applicable to the latter reptile, so highly con- 
sidered as a table delicacy. 

The typical Japanese turtle farm consists of a num- 
ber of rectangular ponds, large and small, shallow, with 
mud bottoms, and connected by little canals. Each pond

birds of a dull, sooty plumage. In Jamaica the natives 
call them the “seven sisters.” They are very fond of 
meeting in a thick-leafed bush, to chuckle, croon and 
gossip together.

Of the natural curiosities in which Africa abounds, 
none is stranger than the bird which takes man ints 
its confidence.

Oaks, walnuts, and willows have been known to cross 
within each genus, but this is the first known instance 
recorded of crossing between two distinct genera with- 
out the aid of man. 


Frost Protection. 


T cannot be too clearly emphasized that it is the 
low temperature and not the solidification of the 
water which is to be guarded against. If there be very 
little vapor in the air there may be but a slight amonnt 
of frost apparent, and yet the temperature be so low as 
to do great injury. The so-called hard, dry frost, 
also called black frosts, do, as is well known, much more 
injury than the heavy frosts. Water vapor at 25 de- 
grees, completely saturated, weighs 1.6 grains per cubic 
foot. In the fall from 32 degrees to 25 degrees, nearly 
half a grain per cubic foot (if the saturation were 100 
per cent.) would be condensed, appearing in visible 
form as a frost flake. 
A certain amount of heat was given off in the trans- 
formation of this invisible water vapor into ice, and aa

BLACK ROCK COCKEREL. 
“Laying” Type. 


Under date of April 11, O. S. Hofmann of San Jacinto 
writes to this department describing his experiences 
with the egg-laying type of Buff Wyandotte hens: 

“I have been breeding for the past ten years the Buff 
Wyandotte. My aim has been to get vitality, size, and 
plumage, coupled with ‘type.’ This combination can 
just as well be accomplished as to ignore fine feathers. 
It has always seemed to me that if vitality and size 


were looked after (keeping out sickness entirely) for |* 


generations, then with proper feeding, the man behind 
the gun is the prime factor in making biddy shell out 
the eggs. for no matter how fine an egg-laying strain 
one party may have produced, the case rests with the 
next owner, who may. even increase or diminish the. 
yield of eges according to feed and care. 

“At the 1908 Los Angeles Poultry Show I had a hen 
which took second prize. Walter Hogan _pro- 
nounced her as prepotent a_ bird as one could get. 
Trap-nested her for year and half, but this record was 
destroyed unfortunately by fire; while I Knew it was 
good, still it was never completed. This hen was cut 
for overweight at the show, and when put in breeding 
pen the following season weighed 9% and was evi- 
dently not too fat to lay. From July 19 to October 18 
(at 3% years old) she laid sixty-two eggs in ninety-one 
days. March &, 1%11 to April 10, 1911 (4 years old) laid 
twenty-eight in thirty-four days, this record would 
not be a bad one for a pullet. During her entire life 
she has offered to set but twice and both times 
brought off a nice brood. Her eggs now. (a little late 
in season) weigh twenty-six ounces to the dozen. 

“I do not keep a trap-nested record of all my flock, 
however, a party whom I sold Buff Wyandottes :to 
does, and- during February he told me six hens laid an 
average of four ezgs per day, beating his Black Minor- 
cas. The weight of Ruff eggs was twenty-five ounces, 
Minoreas twenty-seven ounces.

Remedial Measures. 


_A correspondent from Santa Barbara says: “You ad- 
vise the use of Epsom salts. What would be a dose for 
fifty hens, and how applied?” 

To prescribe a dose of medicine for fifty hens is 
a rather elastic question, as surely all would not be.ail- 
ing, and if they were, not in the same degree. A dose 
for a sick bird would be a teaspoonful of the salts; for 
a bird comparatively well this would certainly be dras- 
tic in its action. In administering to a flock an aver- 
age dose, leaning to the side of safety, should be ob- 
served. For fifty birds, to be treated as a whole, we 
should say from a quarter to a half a teaspoonful to the 
bird given in the mash. A good plan is to dissolve the 
salts in water, and then use it to moisten the mash. 

Some allowance should be made for the ages of the 
birds. Purvis in his “Poultry Breeding” puts it as fol- 
lows: Chicks one to six weeks old, ten grains; five to 
ten weeks, fifteen grains; ten to fifteen weeks, thirty 
grains, to be given in the feed. Birds fifteen to twenty-

States is chiefly with dealers in New York, Philadel- 
phia and Chicago, are practically the only 
American distributers of these dried flowers. 

These flowers are in great demand by florists for 
the manufacture of funeral wreaths, crosses, ete., for 
the lodge work and jother memorials of a like nature 
in the United States. The Latin, population in the 
United States accounts largely for the increased de- 
mand. The exports to South American countries also 
reach large proportions. 

For two years past there has been a remarkable in- 
crease in the export of immortelles to the United 
States from the region around Toulon. . 

Dried immortelles in bunches pay a duty of 25 per 
cent. in entering the United States, and wreaths of or- 
Nnamental flowers are taxed 60 per cent. ad valorem. 
Last year we imported $40,000 worth of ‘them. 

In sixty years the area of cultivation has grown 
from thirty acres to an extent variously estimated at 
3000 to 5000 acres. The net returns are. estimated at 
$120 an acre. The warm, sheltered hills bordering on 
the Mediterranean are seemingly exactly suited t® the 
Browth of this curtous plant, which was first trans- 
planted here trom shoots brought from Malta, Sicily. or 
the Grecian Archipelago, where it was known to travel- 
ers early in the nineteenth century. It is a question 
of soil, temperature, dryness of atmosphere and free- 
dom from frost that produces the results here that are 
thought not to be equaled elsewhere. | 

Preparing immortelles for market is simple but pains- 
taking work. The blooms, of a golden yellow, twelve 
or twenty blossoms to a stalk and fifty stalks to @

Disappearance of Scale. 
| NW discussing the scale pest with a humber of grow- 

CTs lately whose orchards have never been infected 
With this insect, the question came up as to whether 
the Scales would finally decrease from natutfal causes 
as they appear to have decreased in foreign citrus sec- 
tions. The same question is before the pear growers 
Of the State, only in this case the blight has decreased 
and almost disappeared in most sections. Will this 


immunity continue, and will some combination of influ- 


ences iessen scale production, such elements as para- 
Bitic attacks, the running out ‘of the breed and other 
causes” : 


One cause assigned for the lack of virulence in the 
pear bacteria is that they have become weakened in 
Vitality through cantinued feeding upor the same va- 
rieties' and conditions of trees; anothersthat the pear 
have in mysterious way beconie fortitied 
against the inroads of the bacterium, ‘although the lat- 
ter may have retained their vitality and vigor. If these 
questions concerned the larger numbers of the animal 
and vegetable kingdom some precedent. could be ad- 
duced from which to form a conclusion.

Boring for Ventilation. 


F you haee a sick orange tree, or -many of them, and 
are satisfied that there is a hardpan or a stratum of

Seed Testing.

This act makes it the duty of the State Dairy and 
Food Commissioner and his deputies to enforce the pro- 
visions thereof. ' At the time of its passage, however, 
no financial provision was made for its enforcement,

This 
simple truth was known 2000 years ago to Hippocrates, 
whom the regulars themselvés called the “Father of 
Medicine.” Coming down to more recent times, we 
find Sir Frederick Treves, physician to the late King 
Mdward, saying: “I look forward to the time when the 
people will give up the extraordinary habit of taking 
medicine when they are sick,” and Prof. Osler, in a 
lecture to hospital students, declaring: “Be skeptical 
as to the pharmacopoeia as a whole. He is the best 
dector who knows the worthlessness of most medi- 
cines ” 

Dr. Robinson asserts that “few diseases are directly 
traceable to errors in diet, and but few diseases can 
be radically cured by changes in diet.” {[t would be 
difficult to frame another statement so absolutely and 
obviously untrue as this. A great majority of human 
ailments are due to wrong eating—especially over- 
eating. Yet the subject of diet, in its relation to health 
and disease, is still a closed book to a great majority of 
the ‘rezulars,” intelligent teaching of this subject not 
being given in their colleges. Some broad-minded allo- 
pathic physicians are beginning to recognize this. For 
instance, in a paper recently read in San Francisco, as 
reported in the California State Journal of Medicine, 
Dr. H. D’Arcy Power said: —

An M.D. on Hygiene. 


tT; HE BAMILY HEALTH” ts the title of a book con- 

taining 276 pages of large type, by Myer Solis- 
Cohen, M.D., Fellow of the College of Physicians of 
Philadelphia. (The Penn Publishing Co., 923 Arch 
Price $1 net.) 

The author gives interesting and valuable advice on 
such subjects as the preservation of health, the dwell- 
ing, civic and domestic hygiene, bathing, clothing, ex- 
ercise, the mind aud the nervous system, food, care of 
an infant, care ot the sick, and domestic medicine and 
emergencies. 

In regard to vitality the author truthfully says: 

“Vitality—resistance not only to disease but also 
to mental and physical strain, with resulting efficiency 
—is developed, stimulated, and maintained by fresh air, 
proper food, proper clothing, proper bathing, proper 
exercise, and sufficient rest. It is lowered by want 
of all these and by alcohol, tobacco, and excesses of all 
kinds.” 

In the article on food the author cninibintty condemns 
the pasteurizing of milk. He says: “Boiling and pas- 
teurizing impair its nourishing qualities and render it 
more susceptible to contamination. “Germs in 


‘the milk are sometimes killed by pasteurization. There 


are two objections to this. The heat to which the 
milk is subjected produces changes that render it more 
difficult of digestion and lessen its nutritive value. In 
addition to the harmful germs in cow’s milk there are 
other beneficial germs that fight the dangerous forms 


{and tend to prevent their multiplying. Pasteurization 


kills these protective germs which, consequently, will 
be unable to check the growth of the injurious germs,

, tion in children who are fed on such milk entirely. 

Writing in regard to beans, Dr. Solis-Cohen observes | 
that they often cause flatulence, especially when dried. | 


This, he declares, is due to their slow digestion, and 
to the sulphur they contain. As to sulphur, there are 
several other foods that contain from two to twelve 
times as much sulphur as beans (water-free,) such for 
instance, as spinach, cabbage and cauliflower. Cab- 
bage and cauliflower also cause fermentation and flatu- 
lence in weak stomachs, when they are eaten cooked. 

In regard to nuts the author properly says: 

“The reputation of nuts for indigestibility has been 


attributed to insufficient mastication and to the fact 


that nuts are often eaten when not needed, as after a 
hearty meal.” 

The author gives good advice in regard to methods of 
preparing coffee and tea, so that they will be the least 
harmful. Tea, he recommends to be steeped from 
three to five minutes. The editor of the “Care of the 
Body” always recommends his consultants who use 
tea (black tea, of course,)-to let it steep not -more than 
one minute—that is, if they value their stomachs more 
than their pocketbooks. 

Here is a statement quoted from a Philadelphia 
woman prominent in sociological work, on the subject 
of the so-called “social evil:” 

¢ I believe the solution of the whole problem lies with 

the mothers; that when they are alive to their duty 
and responsibility, are ready to put aside their mawkish 
sensibility and silly reticence and treat the laws of 
God and nature with honesty and innocent simplicity, 
they will soon find themselves in control of the social 
evil and all that the term implies: The outcome rests 
in the mother’s training of her boys, but no less in her 
enlightenment of her girls” 

In the chapter on domestic medicine and emergencies 


the reader és, of course, recommended to send for the | 


physician, even if he only has a pain in his “tummy’’— 
for, you know, it might possibly be something “quite 
serious.” However, the author tells what may be done 
“should the doctor not be able to come for some time.” 
It is sometimes a blessing when the doctor is not able 
to come for some time—if the patient has a little ordi- 
nary sense—for if you are fairly well fixed, financially 
he is, quite likely to shake his head, look serious, and 
declare that an operation may be necessary. 
Directions are given for resuscitating the drowned. 
The author fails to refer to one! valuable method that 
was mentioned approvingly. in the Scientific American 
some years ago, namely, the dilation of the rectum of 
the apparently drowned person. | 
So much for the commendable side of the book. 
There are, however; quite a number of things to criti- 
cize, for the author is evidently impregnated with most 
«f the “regular” medical follies and superstitions. He 
indorses the germ theory, ignoring the fact that germs 
are not the cause, but an incidert of disease. He ap- 
proves of vaccination, and speaks highly of “medical 


research,” although a few weeks ago an eminent Eng- | 


lish physician, who has been connected with the Lon- 
don, Cancer Hospital for thirty years, declared that 
medical research was futile, because poisons have in 
many cases an entirely different result upon animals 
from that which they exert upon human beings. . 

The author also approves of the idea of establishing a 
National Bureau of Health. On the other hand, as pre- 
viously stated here, the editor of the “Care of the Body” 
believes that such a bureau, under the charge of the 
American Medical Association—-as it would be—would 
be nothing less than a national calamity. 

In advising the extirpation of adenoids the author 
overlooks the important fact that such an operation is 
almost always followed by bad after effects, and these 
adenoids are caused by a catarrhal condition of the 
system, to remove which, by hygienic measures, should 
be the object of the intelligent physician. 

In regard to food, Dr. Solis-Cohen repeats the old 
and discredited ideas in regard to the amount of food 
necessary, which he puts at twenty-three ounces of 
dry, or water-free food, of which one-fifth, he says, 
should be proteid. This is quite twice as much as is 
necessary to support a man doing hard work, when the 
food is properly selected and well masticated. Also, 
instead of one-fifth of the amount in the form of pro- 
teid, recent researches have amply shown that from 
one-tenth to one-eighth gives much better results in 
health, energy, efficiency and endurance. 

The author thus briefly dismisses the green vegeta- 
ble foods: 
“Asparagus, cabbage, sprouts,. cauliflower, celery, 
cucumbers, beet greens, lettuce, rhubarb, sauerkraut, 
spinaeh, and tomatoes are almost entirely lacking in 
nutriment for man.” 

True, they are low in nutriment for man, because 
they are mostly composed of pure water, but so do 
drugs lack in nutriment, and are besides, harmful, 
whereas raw green stuff is the most valuable of all 
foods, containing nature’s medicine in the shape of 
the twelve organic salts, the lack of which is one of 
the leading causes of sickness, although until recently 
almost all writers on diet have practically ignored this 
most important subject.
